I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year,  1957. 


The  contents  of  the  Report  have  been  compiled  in  a manner  to  comply 
with  the  suggestions  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  vital  statistics 
are  based  on  the  information  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General. 


The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  population  is 
.18,560. 


The  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  14.38.  The  death  rate,  12.98. 


The  death  rate  for  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  (per  1,000  live  births) 
was  29.96  (against  that  for  England  and  Wales  23.0). 


C^ses  of  infectious  disease  are  treated  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
and  the  patients  are  transferred  to  Cherry  Tree  Hospital,  Stockport. 


This  jmnual  report  follows  upon  the  lines  of  that  for  1956.

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Section  B.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply. 

All  the  parishes  are  supplied  with  piped  water  supply.  During  the  year 
the  main  extension  from  Edale  to  Barber  Booth  was  completed.  A small  exten- 
sion of  the  Peak  Dale  main  to  Spring  Bank  was  also  completed. 

Adequacy. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  period  between  22nd  March  and  12th 
July  proved  exceptionally  dry  when  we  experienced  an  early  summer,  with 
long  hot  days  and  unusually  low  rainfall.  It  became  necessary  to  Institute 
emergency  measures  at  Chapel-en-le-Frlth,  Hlndlow,  Castleton  and  Dove 
Holes  to  maintain  a constant  sypply  to  these  areas.  In  brief,  the  supplies  were 
supplemented  from  upland  streams  at  Chapel-en-le-Frlth,  from  an  industrial 
borehole  at  Hlndlow,  a private  well  at  Castleton  and  from  a reservoir  near  Dove 
Holes  for  the  latter  village.  These  measures  enabled  the  District  Council  to 
meet  their  statutory  responsibilities  to  the  consumers. 


Quality. 

All  public  supplies  are  chlorinated.  A routine  of  chlorination  is  established, 
records  of  the  residual  chlorine  are  checked  regularly  and  repeat  samples  are 
taken  from  sources  previously  reported  as  bacteriologlcally  unsatisfactory. 

Owing  to  drought  conditions  the  comparatively  large  total  of  251  samples 
were  collected  and  submitted  for  examination,  21  for  chemical  analysis  and  2j  ) 
for  bacteriological  examination. 

Twenty-two  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  reports  were  obtained  from 
the  following,  but  all  of  these  were  from  emergency  sources  and  in  all  cases 
further  samples  were  taken  and  found  to  be  satisfactory  on  efficient  chlorination.

All  the  chemical  samples  were  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  one  taken 
from  Dove  Holes  where  the  iron  and  lead  contents  were  excessive.  A further 
sample  was  classed  as  satisfactory  following  remledial  action  being  taken. 

In  addition,  fourteen  bacteriological  samples  were . taken  from  private 
supplies,  seven  were  satisfactory  and  seven  unsatisfactory.  Where  the  results 
were  unsatisfactory,  the  tenants  were  advised  to  boll  all  drinking  water.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  parishes  of  Chapel-en-Ie-Frith  (including  Dove  Holes)  Chlnley,  Hay- 
field,  Castleton,  Hope,  Bamford,  Edale  and  the  hamlets  of  Simmondley  and 
Barber  Booth  are  provided  with  sewerage  schemes. 

During  the  year,  as  a result  of  the  water  main  extension  from  Edale  eight 
properties  at  Barber  Booth  have  been  connected  to  the  sewer. 

A further  sixteen  properties  have  been  connected  at  Edale  where  the  system 
Is  now  complete. 

TEe  sewerage  scheme  for  Charlesworth  has  been  commenced  and  that 
for  Cockyard  (Chapel-en-le-Frlth)  has  received  Ministry  consent  and  tenders 
have  been  Invited.

Refuse  Collection. 

A collection  scheme  is  In  operation  In  all  built-up  areas  of  the  Rural  District 
and  certain  scattered  localities  are  also  served  by  contract.  In  general  a once 
fortnightly  collection  is  in  operation.  Disposal  is  by  tipping,  but  as  there  are 
a number  of  small  tips  in  use  and  suitable  covering  material  is  not  easy  to 
secure,  it  is  difficult  strictly  to  apply  the  recognised  methods  for  controlled 
tipping. 


Statutory  Notices. 

Seven  Statutory  Notices  were  served  during  the  year  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

Four  notices  have  been  complied  with  during  the  year.  An  Appeal  to  the 
Magistrates  Court  against  one  of  the  notices  was  dismissed  by  the  Bench. 

Moveable  Dwellings., 

Three  applications  to  station  moveable  dwellings  were  made,  and  two 
were  agreed.  ' 

An  Appeal  to  the  Magistrates’  Court  against  a refusal  to  give  a licence 
was  dismissed  as  the  appellant  failed  to  appear. 

There  are  two  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  area  and  six  licensed  moveable 
dwellings. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

By  the  co-operation  of  a neighbouring  Authority  the  services  of  a Rodent 
Operative  are  used  part-time  to  treat  all  infestations  in  the  Area.  The  sewers 
have  received  twice  yearly  treatments. 

In  a total  of  945  properties  inspected  during  the  year,  131  treatments  were 
made  by  the  rodent  operative,  a charge  being  made  for  the  service  at  all  trade 
premises  where  treatments  were  found  to  be  necessary. 

Swimming  Pools. 

Two  privately  owned  swimming  pools  in  the  Rural  District,  one  at  Hayfield 
and  one  at  Bamford,  were  in  use  during  the  year. 

Sampling  of  the  water  was  carried  out  as  a routine  ; eight  samples  taken 
were  satisfactory.

Involves  evening  duties  owing  to  the  late 
slaughtering  hours,  and  shows  a considerable  Increase  over  last  year’s  figures.

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Section  E.-PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,

There  was  no  vaccination  or  re-vaccination  under  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1927.  (Small  Pox  prevention). 

There  are  no  facilities  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  verminous 
persons.

There  was  no  marked  epidemic  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year.

In  the  Chapel-en-le-Frith  Rural  District  the  ^otal  number  of  deaths  from 
Malignant  Neoplasm  is  34 — (21  males  and  13  females). 


BLINDNESS. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  section  176  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
for  the  prevention  of  blindness  or  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from 
any  disease  or  injury  to  the  eyes.
